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Preparing to Take Photos 



Power supply 

You can operate the camera using batteries or theAC adapter provided. To 
conserve battery life, the camera shuts off after 30 seconds of inactivity, if the 
menu/viewfinderLCD ison. Thecamerathen shutsoff after 3 minutes of 
inactivity. To activate thecamera again, close and reopen thelens cover. 

Note: Use theAC adapter whenever possible to extend thelifeof your 

batteries. Keep a set of extra batteries handy, especially on atrip, when 
it may not bepossibleto find replacement batteries easily. 

When not using thecamera, close the lens cover. And when not using 
thecamera for more than afew days, remove the batteries. 

Loading batteries

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Using the AC adapter 



To maximize thelifeof your camera batteries, usetheAC adapter whenever 
possible. For example, always usetheAC adapter when reviewing stored 
photos on the LCD or transferring photos into your computer. 

Note: TheAC adapter may become warm to the touch after extended 
periods of use. This is no cause for alarm. 

If you are using rechargeable batteries, using theAC adapter will not 
recharge them. For more information about how to recharge the 
batteries, seethe instructions provided by the battery manufacturer.

ThePhotoMAX PDC 640CF Digital Camera is ready to store your photosin 
2 M B of internal memory (or in any optional ATA Type I CompactFlash 
memory card, as described below). 

Dependingon thecamera's photo-quality setting (page 14), its internal 
memory normally stores from 16 to 33 photos at 640x480 resolution or 64 
to 132 photos at 320 x 240 resolution.

Using an optional CompactFlash card

You can take photos using either the optical viewfinderortheLCD 
viewfinder. Usetheoptical viewfinder: 

• For faster processing and flash recycletime 

• To optimize battery life 

To take a photo 

To take a photo, set up the camera for the first time, or to redefine camera 
settings after changing the batteries: 

1 Turn the camera on (page 5). 

2 Set theflash mode, if needed (pagel5). 

3 Set the photo resolution (pagel4). 

Note: You need not set every parameter for every photo. You can often 
use camera default settings. Somesettings(likeresolution) also 
remai n at thei r cu rrent val ue u nti I you change them or remove 
the camera's batteries. 

4 Set the photo quality (pagel4). 

5 Set the exposure- value brightness compensation, if needed (pagel6). 

6 Setthewhite-balancecompensation, if needed (pagel7). 

7 Set the preview mode, if desired (pagel8). 

8 Activate the self- timer, if desired (page 13). 
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9 Stand at the proper distance from the subject: 

• Outdoors: 2 feet (60 cm) or more from the subject 

• Indoors: 3 to 10ft. (lto 3 m) from thesubject (see page 15) 

10 Framethesubject: 

• Within the yellow framing lines in theoptical viewfinder 

• Within the color LCD screen 

11 Press the shutter button down fully to take the photo. 

Hold thecamera steady until you hear a beep followed by two quick 
beeps. 

Note: If the camera's internal memory (or CompactFlash card) isfull, 
thecamera will not take more photos. For a description of 
storage- related error messages that may appear on the color LCD, 
see page 26. When a card isfull, you must review and delete some 
photos before taking more (see page 19). 

Note: After you takea photo, thegreen power/status LED immediately 
to theleftof theoptical viewfinde - blinks whilethe cam era 
processes and saves the photo. Wait until the power/ status LED 
stops bl i nki ng before you tu rn the camera off or take another 
photo. If you used the flash, the flash LED to the far left of the 
optical viewfinder also blinks after the power/status LED stops 
blinking. 

12 Review and delete unwanted photos from thecamera to regain storage 
space (page 19). 

13 Transfer photosfrom thecamera to your computer and delete unwanted 
photos using the PhotoM AX software ( page 22) .

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Using Camera Controls and Functions 



Camera menus 

Here is the general procedure for using the camera menus:
